Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the 
Borough  during  1944. 

The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Circular  49/45  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  issued  on  19th  March,  1945. 

The  Birth  Rate  in  1944  was  22.99,  the  highest  since  1920,  when 
it  W’as  24.06.  The  Death  Rate  is  10.98.  The  Infant  Mortality  figure 
has  gone  up  to  45.23,  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  being  46. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
attributable  to  some  extent  to  the  overcrowding  in  the  schools  and  in 
many  of  the  homes.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year  ; 
over  90  per  cent,  of  the  school  children  and  72  per  cent,  of  the  children 
imder  5 have  now  been  immunised- 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
treated,  the  decrease  being  most  marked  among  the  school  children 
who  are  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
Health  Visitors  and  Office  Staff  for  their  valuable  co-operation  during 
the  year.

Day  Nurseries. 

There  are  two  War-Time  Nurseries  now  functioning  in  the  Borough 
one  at  Horton  View,  and  one  in  the  People’s  Park.  The  People’s  Park 
Nursery  accommodates  40  children,  while  at  the  Horton  View  Nursery 
the  acconmiodation  is  for  30.  Medical  Inspections  are  carried  out  at 
frequent  inter\’als.  Practically  all  the  children  are  immunised  for 
Diphtheria  either  before  or  shortly  after  admission. 

Up  to  the  present  on  accoimt  of  the  shortage  of  Dentists  in  the 
Borough  it  has  not  been  possible  to  arrange  for  a Dental  Service  for 
the  Day  Nurseries. 

The  Nurserj'  at  Grimsbury  was  closed  in  June  1944. 


Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Dr.  Mary  Fraser,  Oxford.

This  makes  an  average  of  20.2  patients  per  clinic  and  the  average 
number  of  attendances  4.8  per  patient. 

The  number  of  post-natal  cases  attending  has  improved  somewhat, 
20  having  attended  in  1944. 

In  any  cases  where  difficulty  was  anticipated  the  patient  was 
referred  to  her  own  doctor. 
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Maternity  Hospital. 

The  Council  has  now  acquired  The  Elms,  Oxford  Road,  Banbury, 
for  a Maternity  Hospital.  It  is  intended  to  provide  11  beds  there. 
The  hospital  has  been  equipped  and  the  Matron  has  been  appointed  ; 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  open  in  April  1945. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  with  the  Public  Assistance 
Conunittee  for  the  Council  to  accept  responsibility  for  Borough 
Maternity  cases  at  Warwick  Road  Public  Assistance  Institution. 

133  cases  applied  for  admission  there  in  1944  and  102  were 
approved. 


Maternal  Deaths. — Nil  in  1944. 

Home  Helps. 

It  is  difficult  to  obtain  a suitable  supply  of  home  helps  in  the 
Borough,  but  Circular  2729  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  this  subject 
has  been  considered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
and  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  women  suitable  for  this  work. 

Supervision  of  Midwives. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Oxfordshire  County  Council,  which  is 
the  local  supervising  authority  under  the  Midwives  Act,  1902-1936. 


Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers. 

On  account  of  the  shortage  of  dentists  in  the  Borough,  it  has  been 
so  far  diflicult  to  arrange  this,  but  a scheme  has  been  prepared  and  is 
being  considered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 


Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

The  Surgeon’s  visits  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  at  the  Horton 
General  Hospital  have  now  been  resumed  under  Mr.  J.  Trueta,  of  the 
Wingfield  Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oxford. 


Pediculosis. 

With  reference  to  Circular  2831  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  on 
this  subject,  the  same  facilities  are  available  for  cluldren  under  5 as 
in  the  case  of  school  children.  The  Health  Visitors  include  the  examin- 
ation of  children’s  heads  as  part  of  their  duties  both  in  the  homes  and 
at  the  Clinic.  Suitable  combs  and  supplies  of  lethane  are  available 
at  the  Clinic.

Water  Supply. 

The  water  is  taken  from  the  River  Cherwell  and  Sor  Brook,  and 
despite  the  drought  during  the  early  half  of  the  year  1944,  the  supply 
was  constant.  It  is  treated  by  sand  and  niechanical  Alters  and  as  an 
additional  safeguard  is  chlorinated. 

Apart  from  a few  houses  in  the  town  all  are  connected  to  the 
public  supply.  The  number  connected  during  the  year  was  seven.

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Scarlet  Fever. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  continues  to  be  fairly  high.  In  1944 
79  cases  occurred  and  of  these  68  were  admitted  to  hospital ; 56  cases 
occurred  in  school  children.  The  high  incidence  (4.5  per  1000  as 
against  2.4  for  England  and  Wales)  is  to  some  extent  due  to  the  over- 
crowded condtions  in  the  schools  in  the  Borough.  Fourteen  cases 
occurred  in  children  under  school  age  and  four  in  adults. 


Diphtheria. 

No  cases  occurred.  During  1944,  213  additional  children  under 
5 and  107  additional  school  children  were  immunised.  It  is  estimated 
that  90%  of  the  school  children  and  72%  of  the  children  under  5 have 
now  been  immunised. 

Immunisation  sessions  arc  held  at  the  .Sehool  Clinic,  Warwick  Road, 
at  two  monthly  inter\'als. 


Whooping  Cough. 

Sixty-two  cases  occurred.  Thirty-five  were  in  children  under  5 
and  22  cases  in  school  children.  There  was  one  case  admitted  to 
Oxford  City  Isolation  Hospital  iin  account  of  Bronco-pneumonia. 


Dysentery. 

Three  cases  of  Dysentery  of  the  sonne  type  were  notified-  One  of 
these  occurred  at  the  Park  War-time  Nurserj'.  Rectal  swabs  of  all 
the  children  were  taken  by  the  staff  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Oxford,  and  9 carriers  were  discovered : these  were 

excluded  until  free  of  infection.  One  case  of  Amolbic  Dysentery 
occurred  in  a adult. 


Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

One  case  occurred  in  a child  of  two,  who  was  admitted  to  the 
Oxford  Isolation  Hospital  : the  case  proved  fatal. 


Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  occurred  during  the  year — one  a child  aged  2,  the  other 
a girl  aged  14.  A death  was  recorded  from  this  disease,  but  the  patient 
was  an  old  case  and  death  was  due  primarily  to  another  cause.

INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

Rat  and  Mouse  Destruction. 

Arrangements  were  put  into  operation  during  the  year  to  earry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  since  the  1st  November,  1937,  the  provisions 
of  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  had  been  administered 
in  the  Borough  by  mj'  Department,  | it  was  not  considered  necessary  to 
make  a detailed  survey  to  determine  the  extent  of  rat  infestation  in 
the  Borough  as  this  information  liad  already  been  recorded. 

The  Survey  Report  revealed  that  no  major  infestations  as  defined 
by  the  Ministry'  existed  in  the  Borough  mainly  due  to  the  work  of 
destruction  carried  out  in  previous  years.  I'he  Report  was  therefore 
confined  to  known  infestations  of  a minor  character  which  were  mainlj' 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  town  and  adjacent  to  the  river  and  canal, 
whilst  others  vere  found  to  exist  in  those  areas  which  were  served  by 
old,  dilapidated  or  elefeetive  sewers  or  drains. 

It  w'as  decided  for  the  purposes  of  the  Order  for  reasons  of  economy 
and  operational  efficiency  that  the  Borough  and  Rural  District  should 
constitute  a “workable  area”  for  admini,strative  purposes  and  that  one 
Rodent  Officer  should  be  appointeel  to  cany  out  the  work  in  the  areas 
of  both  Councils. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Humphris,  of  Mieldleton  Cheney,  was  appointed  to  the 
position  of  Rodent  Officer  to  the  .loint  Councils  and  commenced  his 
duties  on  the  14th  February',  1944.  He  attended  a Ministry’s  Course 
of  Instruction  at  Southampton  on  the  28th  and  29th  February,  1944. 

During  the  period  from  the  commencement  of  his  duties  to  the 
31st  December,  1944.  the  Rodent  Officer  has  carried  out  his  duties 
efficiently  and  as  a result  the  rat  population  of  the  Borough  has  been 
greatly  depleted.

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Treatment  of  Sewers. 

In  addition  to  the  figures  given  above  the  sewers  were  treated 
during  the  month  of  July,  1944  For  tliis  purpose  tlie  tovm  was  divided 
into  four  seetions  and  the  aetual  work  of  baiting  was  spread  over  a 
period  of  four  weeks,  one  week  for  each  district.  The  treatment  con- 
sisted of  the  placing  of  pre-bait  on  the  benching  etc.  in  manholes  on 
four  consecutive  days  ; poison  baiting  on  the  fifth  day  ; and  the  final 
inspection  of  manholes  on  the  sixth  day.

Anthrax,  Swine  Fever  and  Sheep  Scab. 

No  outbreaks  of  anthrax,  swine  fever  and  sheep  scab  were  reported 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1944. 

Foot-and-Mouth  Disease. 

An  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  was  confirmed  at  Tysoe, 
Warwickshire  on  August  20th,  1944,  and  an  Order  was  made  declaring 
an  Infected  Area  extending  for  approximately  13  miles  radius  of  the 
infected  premises  which  included  the  Borough. 

Owing  to  a further  outbreak  in  the  same  village  the  restrictions 
were  operative  until  September  15th,  1944,  when  the  Infected  Area 
was  contracted.  The  Area  was  finally  released  from  all  restrictions 
on  September  22nd,  1944. 

The  Midland  Marts  Ltd.  Saleyard  Avas  licensed  by  the  local 
authority  during  the  period  for  the  reception  of  animals  intended  for 
immediate  slaughter  only,  and  licences  were  issued  by  my  staff  author- 
ising the  movement  of  animals  to  the  Collecting  Centre  and  also  to  the 
slaughterhouses  to  which  they  were  allocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.

In  addition  many  licences  issued  by  Inspectors  of  other  districts 
were  countersigned  in  connection  with  this  outbreak  and  outbreaks 
in  other  areas  to  which  animals  were  sent. 


Movement  of  Swine. 

During  the  year  875  licences  were  issued  authorising  the  movement 
of  4,702  store  pigs  from  the  Cattle  Market  to  Private  Premises. 
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Importation  of  Animals. 

Fourteen  licences  were  received  during  the  year  authorising  the 
inoveinent  of  462  Irish  Cattle  from  the  Landing  Places  to  the  Cattle 
Market.  These  were  relicensed  by  the  Licensing  Officer  to  private 
premises  involving  the  issuing  of  23  licences. 

Sheep  Dipping. 

The  number  of  sheep  dipped  during  the  year  was  1,162  ; (First 
dipping — 687,  .Second  dipping — 475). 

In  addition,  1,988  Kent  Sheep  were  licensed  to  the  Borough  all, 
of  which  had  been  previously  double-dipped.  The  Inspectors  of  the 
districts  to  which  these  sheep  were  removed  were  notified  and 
particulars  of  dipping  given. 

Transit  of  Animals-  Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Vehicles. 

During  the  year  under  review,  2,545  vehicles  were  cleansed  and 
disinfected,  an  average  weekly  number  of  49.9.  During  the  period  of 
four  weeks  during  which  the  Foot-and-Mouth  Disease  restrictions  were 
in  operation  the  numbers  of  vehicles  was  greatly  reduced. 

Disinfection  by  Steam. 

During  the  year  1944,  a total  of  173  separate  parcels  of  bedding, 
clothing,  etc.,  were  disinfected  by  steam  ; 67  parcels  from  the  Horton 
General  Hospital  and  106  from  other  sources.
